
Green space an 
integral part of 
municipal plan

Green space, parks, and a trail system are very important 
according to those who gave input into the General Municipal 
Plan. 

Says the preamble to completed final draft, "People have told 
us that this plan needs to stress our community facilities and 
services, out green areas (including the entrance to town), our 
sense of community and quality of life..." 

The drafting as done, and the plans are passed and those 
comments were taken into consideration and made a significant 
part of the plan. 

Didsbury Town council passed the third and final reading of 
the MDP last week to create a future plan for the town that suits 
what residents were asking for. 

Council has placed a high priority on this document and 
especially wanted to ensure that the views of all interested 
parties were heard," says the introduction to the plan. 

It took months of preparation, public consultation and draft¬ 
ing to finally bring a completed plan to council and it wasn't all 
smooth sailing. Last minute revisions were made to the docu¬ 
ment based on comments from the gallery at the public hearing 
held before second and third reading. 

Beverly Pentz, a small home business operator asked to have 
a clause that addressed noise pollution of perspective future 
developments included in the plan. That amendment was made 
with thanks from council to Pentz for bringing the lack of a noise 
pollution clause to their attention.

NSF now costly 

Non-sufficient funds (NSF) 
cheques that are written to the 
town, will now carry a charge of 
$20 for processing and handling. 
Town director of corporate serv¬ 
ices, Sandra King, indicated that 
there is a great deal of time and 
paperwork involved in dealing 
with NSF cheques, and the per¬ 
son responsible for the time loss 
should be held accountable. King 
also said it will act as a deterrent 
in the future. 

The motion was passed unani¬ 
mously. 


Mowing mix-up 

The Didsbury Golf Course sent 
correspondence to the town indi¬ 
cating that they would no longer 
be responsible for mowing the 
grass on the large hill of the 
butte. The club indicated that 
the area was out of their leased 
area, and not their responsibil¬ 
ity. The town was informed by 
the director of operational serv¬ 
ices, that in fact, the area was 
within the lease area, and the 
club will have to mow the butte. 
A letter will be sent to the execu¬ 
tive of the Didsbury Golf Club. 


Canada Day on its way 

The Canada Day Committee 
has requested that 20 St. from 20 
Ave. to 18 Ave., and 19 Ave. from 
20 St. to the alley beside Steve's 
Restaurant be closed during the 
day to accommodate the activi¬ 
ties planned for Canada Day. 
The roads will be closed on July 
1, from 2 p.m. to 10 p.m. 

In addition, Gary Dolha who 
serves on the committee, told 
council that the budget for fire¬ 
works is up significantly this 
year due to high sales at their 
Canada Day Garage Sale. 

The town also granted $600 
towards the celebrations at their 
last meeting. 


FCSS surplus, committee 
commended on hard work 

The Family and Community 
Support Services board has ended 
1997 with a $15,132 surplus. The 
Community Services Advisory 
Board reviewed the situation and 
asked the town to create a new 
reserve account in which to place 
the surplus. The money will be 
used for other projects that qualify 
throughout the year, and a con¬ 
tingency. 

Evan Parliament, town chief 


administrative officer, added to 
the discussion praising the vol¬ 
unteers that serve on that board. 
There used to be a paid position 
under the town office that han¬ 
dled the approximately $80,000 
in FCSS hinds. Last year that 
responsibility was given to the 
Community Services Advisory 
Board. 

Parliament said, "I feel very 
comfortable that attrition has 
worked here. They have done a 
heck of a job." 

The approximate savings to 
the town by having a volunteer 
board dispense the FCSS dollars 
as opposed to a paid staff member 
is around $50,000. 


Water works 

The Town has paid its last bill 
to the contracted consultant for 
the waterslide project at the Dids¬ 
bury Aquatic Centre. The final 
allocation was $1,623. 

Rhonda Hunter of the Memo¬ 
rial Complex said in her report, 
"The waterslide was contracted 
out, constructed, and completed 
efficiently and effectively under 
the watchful eye of the contracted 
consultant." 


Super savings 

The Town of Didsbury will 
realize a large savings thanks to 
the cancellation of an agreement 
between themselves and Alberta 
Municipal Affairs. The town used 
to pay almost $4500 dollars each 
year for a Municipal Subsidy 
Agreement, which help provide 
housing to needy families and 
individuals. In fact, the subsidy 
had been as high as $11,000 at 
one point. The final payment will 
be $4,270 in 1997/98 and will 
drop to $0 for following years. 

The motion to participate in 
the cancellation of the agree¬ 
ment, due to refinancing on the 
part of Municipal Affairs was 
passed unanimously. 


ZEMC rezoned 

Council passed first reading 
of a bylaw to rezone the old Zion 
Evangelical Missionary Church 
to allow for a residence in the 
basement of the building. The 
change was requested to accom¬ 
modate the sale of the property to 
Child Evangelism Fellowship of 
Alberta. The group plans to base 
their headquarters out of the 
building. The residence in the 
basement would be used mainly

The contract will 
cost the town about $150 per 
year.

Another portion of the MDP 
that came up for debate was the 
inclusion of the airport as one of 
the assets in economic develop¬ 
ment. 

Evan Parliament, town chief 
administrative officer, told coun¬ 
cil that the feedback from the 
Tourism and Economic Devel¬ 
opment Board was that, "It is an 
asset and needs to me empha¬ 
sized in our plan." 


Coun. Gary Dolha opposed 
the idea saying, "Personally I 
don't see it as a viable develop¬ 
ment instrument for the town." 
He also stated that he believed 
that it was too specific to name 
an actual facility, because it 
was rarely done elsewhere in 
the plan. 

When the motion to include 
the airport in the plan was voted 
on, the Mayor had to be the 
deciding vote due to a tie. It was 
passed, and the airport is in¬ 
cluded in the plan. 

Some of the main highlights 
of the MDP that will directly 
affect Didsburians are: 

The town supports the multi¬ 
use of commercial and residen¬ 
tial units. That is to say, home- 
based business and downtown 
business, with a residence in¬ 
cluded. 

Anything that is applied to be 
developed in the entranceway to 
town, will have to fit very spe¬ 
cific guidelines, as the residents 
had specifically requested that 
the space be protected. 

A parking study is to be con¬ 
ducted to address concerns of 
parking downtown. 

The town will support the 


development of both commer¬ 
cial and residential land uses 
adjacent to 20 Ave. However, 
Robert Wigg, town development 
officer indicated that any devel¬ 
opment in that area will have to 
have a symbiotic relationship 
with the current uses. 

Industrial development will 
be encouraged to located in the 
areas north of Secondary High¬ 
way 582 and east of the down¬ 
town commercial district. 

The town has also indicated 
in their plan that they will fully 
support a trail system that could 
be developed in the area, and 
will encourage future develop¬ 
ers to add or make room for 
such a system. 

The plan indicates that the 
town must work cooperatively 
with the Mountain View Man¬ 
agement Board to come to a 
solution for the lack of housing 
for seniors in Didsbury. This 
was a concern that was dis¬ 
cussed at many of the open 
houses that have been held over 
the past year. 

The plan basically outlines 
the future of Didsbury. Anyone 
who wishes to see a copy can 
obtain one from Town Office.

Recently he has loudly voiced concern over both Correctional 
Services Canada and the National Parole Board. 
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Where do we draw the tine? 

This week in Lachine, Quebec a 
whole congregation of a Presbyterian 
Church will have to chose between a 
good minister, and the right to belong 
to their denomination of choice. 

Their minister has openly told the 
church leaders that he is homosexual. 
He was told that he had to make a 
choice between living with his lover, 
and staying a man of the cloth. This 
minister said he refused to make either 
choice and continued to minister to his 

congregation. 

That is until, the church leaders came down and told the 
congregation that if their leader would not make the choice then 
they had to. The congregation of more than 150, mostly senior 
citizens who have belonged to church since its inception, will 
have to vote to either support their minister in his decision, or to 
lose the right to call themselves Presbyterian. 

I see this as an unfortunate comer to backed into, for all 
parties including the church leaders, the minister and his 
congregation. 

For the Presbyterian Church of Canada, they are being asked 
to bend the rules. According the scripture, a two man or two 
woman relationship is wrong. The role of the church leaders to 
preserve their beliefs and make sure the teachings of the bible are 
taught. If they are already bending the rules by allowing him to 
be gay, but asking him to remain celibate, they have already given 
in a little. 

The rules are the rules. If you start making exceptions, like the 
right to swear, the right to cheat and the right to lie, then what 
purpose does a church have, because they have scratched out so 
many essential parts of the scripture, there is little left to teach 
to a congregation. 

Don't get me wrong, I certainly do not put the rights of liars 
and cheaters in the same realm as homosexuality, but ths point 
remains. On the other hand, just because a person admits to 
being gay, that should not rule out their right to employment. 
Working as a minister of a church is a job. He is a human being 
and all human beings deserve the same rights the way I see it. 

In fact, a longtime friend of our family has "come out of the 
closet" as they say, and when I look at my her, I would never wish 
for anyone to treat her differently. I would be infuriated if 
someone discriminated against her on any level. She is still my 
friend and I love her. 

I have met people who claim to live by the scriptures who 
would throw my friend or this minister to the wayside purely 
because they are gay. They stand on their high horse and 
proclaim the scripture has said it is wrong, and therefore those 
people should be treated as "wrong" human beings. 

However, it is from the very book of scripture that these 
people, if they were truly living by the scripture as they claim, 
could read, "Love they neighbour" or "Thou shalt not judge." 

These people are just as guilty of only believing in the parts of 
the scripture that they wish to, as much as if not way more, than 
the gay minister. They are bending the rules of God to suit their 
own selfish hate. 

In this whole situation with the congregation in Quebec, it is 
truly these people who come to church week after week to hear 
the word of God that are suffering. Perhaps this is the fault of the 
minister who has chosen to pass the buck down to his people and 
ask them to make the decision. 

Perhaps this is the fault of the church leaders. Just because the 
minister is gay, I am doubtful that he stands at the pulpit each 
week and preaches his way of life. He is teaching what any other 
minister is teaching, the words of the bible and the lessons 
within. 

The worst part is that this battle is going to result in a three 
way loss. 

The congregation may lose its right to practice the faith they 
believe in and a good minister 

The church leaders will lose the ability to reach the whole 
group of people, not just the congregation, but people who 
support the minister because a bad taste will be left in all of their 
mouths. 

And the minister will lose his job, his life work and the power 
to bring people closer to the Lord.

When you work 
full-time to combat government- 
sponsored taxpayer muggings, 
you get used to seeing govern¬ 
ment waste every day. 

Whatever the reasons, we 
plead guilty to the occasional 
desensitization. But to solve that, 
here's some "cold water" for our 
face and yours. Call it "Ran¬ 
domly Selected Dollar Amounts 
Of Taxpayer Abuse" and happy, 
er ... angry, and furious reading 
to all. 

$2,000: What it costs taxpay¬ 
ers per night for Prime Minister 
Jean Chretien to stay in Rome on 
another political trade junket. 

$500: What it costs taxpayers 
per night per MP for 17 MPs that 
accompanied him to Italy. 

$37,984, $41,825, $37,182 
and $41,384: The cost of Pre¬ 
mier Ralph Klein's four govern¬ 
ment cars. 

$157,712,000,000: What it 
will cost Canadians in Canada 


Pension Plan taxes between 1997- 
2003 as rates go up from 6.0% 
(1997) to 9.9% (2003). That com¬ 
pares to $109,909,000,000 if 
CPP rates had been left at 1996 
levels of 5.6%, or, a 
$47,803,000,000 difference. 

$5,764.86: What the extra 
CPP taxes will cost you (1997-

Copps stifles democratic process 


On June 10, Heritage critic 
for the Opposition, Jim Abbott, 
questioned Sheila Copps about 
her recent comments 
on the proposed com¬ 
mercial development 
in Banff National 
Park. 

Copps announced 
Monday that she in¬ 
tended to do every¬ 
thing in her power 
to stop the commer¬ 
cial development pro¬ 
posed by Banff Town 
Council, despite the fact resi¬ 
dents of Banff in a recent plebi¬ 
scite, voted overwhelmingly in 
favour of the expansion proposal. 

The by-law would allow an 
additional 850,000 square ft. of 
commercial development in the 
townsite over the next 15 years. 
Secretary of State for Parks, 
Andy Mitchell, worked closely 
with the Banff council as they 
went through the process lead¬ 
ing to the creation of the by-law, 
however, Copps announced plans 
to create legislation that would 
block any future developments 
in any of Canada's national parks. 

In response to Abbott's in¬ 
quiry, the Minister stated "It's 
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unfortunate what the Banff 
Council did. Instead of seizing an 
opportunity to create a real eco- 
community into 
the 21st century, 
it chose crass com- 
mercialization. 
The Secretary of 
State, the Cabinets 
and I have rejected 
that position." 

In regards to 
the contradiction 
between the Sec¬ 
retary of State's 
actions and the statements by 
this Minister, obviously the left 


hand doesn't know what the right 
hand is doing. How can the peo¬ 
ple of Banff ever trust the Minis¬ 
ter again? 

I challenge the Minister. This 
is just another example of Lib¬ 
eral arrogance and flies in the 
face of the democratic process. 
I'm challenging her to come be¬ 
fore the people of Banff to explain 
her statements. 

There will be a public forum to 
which the Minister and Parks 
Canada officials have been in¬ 
vited. It will be held July 2 in the 
Banff Seniors' Centre from 7-9 
p.m.

Right now MPs are ramming 
a report through the House of 
Commons that would boost 
their pay, double their expense 
allowance and sweeten their 
severance package and pension 
options.

on this matter? After all, MPs 
are supposed to work for us. 
Isn't it the taxpayers who pay 
them? 

Certainly MPs had a perfect 
opportunity to raise the com¬ 
pensation issue during the last 
federal election. But they 
didn't. Not a single party men¬ 


tioned any form of compensa¬ 
tion increase in its platform in 
the last election - just one year 
ago. They just begged us for 
their jobs back. 

And why wouldn't they? MPs 
earn about $106,000 a year in 
salaries and allowances and can 
look forward to collecting a su¬ 
per-rich pension or a generous 
severance package, among 


other employment benefits. 

On top of all that they now 
want to vote themselves a big 
increase in total compensation. 

Obviously, when it comes to 
their pay and benefits, MPs are 
in a conflict-of-interest situation. 

That's why MPs should not 
collect any raise in pay or ben¬ 
efits during the life of this Par¬ 
liament. Any increase in com¬ 


pensation should not be imple¬ 
mented until the next Parlia¬ 
ment, after MPs have sought 
re-election on the new rules. 

We taxpayers can't give our¬ 
selves a raise, and neither 
should MPs.

Don’t take my firearms

Recently it took the RCMP 
four months to register a fire¬ 
arm I had legally purchased. 
Two years ago it took a couple 
of days before I could take the 
firearm home. With computers 
and mechanization and fax ma¬ 
chines and the swifties in the 
Liberal government we now 
have reams of paperwork and a 
system that equals the intelli¬ 
gence of those people in Ot¬ 
tawa.

This is the second of a two part series on wed¬ 
dings. 

It has been years since the word "obey" was removed 
from modern wedding ceremonies and a good thing too. 
The concept of one intelligent, free, adult obeying another, 
within a personal relationship is demeaning and un¬ 
healthy. More and more brides also object to the idea of 
being "given away" and a popular current alternative is to 
avoid, "who gives this woman etc ..." and ask both sets of 
parents for their blessing and their support. In the 80s 
there was a trend toward women keeping their own name 
but this has kind of fallen from favour and while today's 
bride will probably take the grooms name she still may not 
want to be introduced as, "Mr. and Mrs. George Jones" but 
as, "George and Sylvia Jones." If more brides were aware of 
the origin of the word "wedding" they would want that 
worded differently too. 

The word "wed" goes back to the old barbaric custom of 
buying a bride. The "wed" (horses, cows, pigs, shells, beaver 
skins) was the price the man paid the girl's father and the 
girl didn't have much to say about it. If the price was right 
the deal was made. The prospective groom's family handed 
over the "wed" as security to seal the pact. So the wedding 
didn't have anything to do with four layers of decorated 
fruit cake, white veils and Oh Promise Me. I don't know 
what we can call it that will be more acceptable. The 
Conjoinment? The Troth Plighting? The Promising? 

I am sorry to tell you that wedding rings and veils began 
as symbols of submission. Wedding rings were a symbolic 
fetter and a badge of enchainment. The veil was a symbol 
of "sweet humility" meant to show the wife’s submission to 
her new lord and master. Now the wedding ring is symbolic 
of a love that has no beginning and no end. And the veil? 
Today's bride just thinks of it as part of the costume. I don't 
know what the bridal train signifies, maybe it's an exten¬ 
sion of the veil, maybe it's meant as a display of wealth. The 
world's longest bridal train measured 97 feet 7 inches and 
was worn by Diane Reid of Leicester, UK on Me j 6, 1990. 
"Bridal," by the way, comes from "bride ale" and was a 
celebration where ale was the chief refreshment. Some¬ 
times the bride had brewed it herself and she sold it to the 
guests. 

In 1988 Saul Steinberg hosted a wedding party for his 
daughter. It was held at the Metropolitan Museum of Art 
in New York City and cost roughly three million dollars. 
A modest little affair compared to the wedding of Moham¬ 
med, son of Sheik Rashid Bin Saeed A1 Maktoum and 
Princess Salama, who were married in Dubai in May of 
1981. That party lasted seven days and cost about forty-five 
million dollars. I don't know how many guests they had or 
if they all stayed for the whole week. When Menachem 
Teitelbaum married Brucha Meisels in 1984, it took 150 
buses to transport the 20,000 guests to a pre-wedding 
reception at Nassau Coliseum. That's where the New York 
Islanders play hockey. Only 8,000 of the guest went to the 
sit down dinner afterwards. 

Because Royal Marriages were primarily meant to 
strengthen an alliance with the countries of the bride and 
groom, it was not surprising that love was rarely a 
consideration. This is supposed to explain the absence of 
morals and the existence of mistresses among the old 
Royals. The new Royals have had to use other excuses. 
Sometimes the bride and groom had never met before the 
wedding, and sometimes one or both of them was in for a 
nasty surprise. In 1795, George IV is supposed to have been 
so distraught by the sight of his bride, Princess Caroline of 
Brunswick, that he refused to live with her. The feeling was 
mutual. Henry the VIII had six wives and the ones he 
divorced were the lucky ones.

They were married in 1840 
when they were both only 20 years old. 

The cost of the wedding, the number of guests, the 
length of the train, the height of the cake, none of these 
things really have anything to do with the success of the 
marriage. Marriage is a living, growing thing and it has to 
be nurtured, supported and given a healthy climate in 
which to grow. All brides and grooms deserve a wonder¬ 
fully happy wedding with all the trimmings that they can 
afford, but the wedding, after all, is only the beginning. 


The big picture on

Since all fats are calorie dense, try to use a small amount of 
different kinds of fat each day. Whether you are trying to achieve 
a healthy weight or just eat a healthy diet, moderation in all 
things, is important. In other words, the suggestion to "eat a 
variety of foods" also goes for moderate amounts of different types 
of fat in your diet. How do you get a variety of fats in your diet? 
Aim for a variety of foods. With different types of fat, you'll reap the 
different types of health benefits that research is still unravelling. 
For example, research is starting to discover new components in 
fat such as sphingolipids, butyric acid and conjugated linoleic acid 
that may offer us health benefits. 

Fats are also important in a healthful diet because they contain 
fat soluble vitamins, essential fatty acids and add flavour to foods. 
Some foods such as nuts, cheese and fatty fish are naturally high 
in fat, and perhaps nature put 
them in for important reasons. 

Theresa Riege, Registered Di¬ 
etitian of Nutrition, Health 
Wellness in Edmonton summa¬ 
rizes this fat message: "Don't 
eliminate all fats or foods that 
are naturally high in fat, just 
eat them in moderation."

DO YOU OWN FIREARMS? 

On October 1, 1998 the Firearms Act 
takes effect across Canada. 

So... what does that mean? 


1. As always safety comes first. The firearms safety course and test, and the rules for 
storage, display and transportation which are part of the current law are now part 
of the Firearms Act. 

2. Everyone will need a firearms licence in order to register firearms (your FAC 
is considered a licence) 

There are 2 types of licences (valid for 5 years): 

• possession (for the firearms you now own) OR 

• possession and acquisition (if you plan to obtain firearms, even if you own 
firearms now). 

3. Registration of all firearms begins October I, 1998. All firearms must be registered 
b\ January I. 2003. You register your firearms only once. You may do so at one 
bulk price (one price for any number of firearms you register all at the same time). 

4. Tees for licences and registration are on a sliding scale. It's cheaper in the first 


twelve months.

2 Tbsp. water

2 tsp. rosemary 

1 tsp. thyme 

1/4 tsp. ground pepper 

2 garlic clove, minced 
6 skinned and boned 
chicken breast halves 


1. Combine everything, but the chicken, in a plastic ziplock bag and shake to mix. 

2. Add the chicken; seal the bag and marinate in the fridge for 8 hours. 

( or combination fridge/cooler depending you departure and travel 
time ) 

3. When ready to BBQ, prep the grill with no-stick canola spray. 

4. Cook chicken over medium heat, turning and basting every 5 min. with reserved marinade. 
******Serves 6 with foil packages of mushrooms, onions, peppers, zucchini, and potatoes. 

( Prep these at home, also, to save time later) 

Changes: This marinade works with fish also, but use for basting 
only.

Hail suppression draws attention to local airport

"They are really beautiful, 
and people just don't realize how 
powerful they are," says Mac 
Mcquarrie. 

He is speaking about the 
storms that he comes into con¬ 
tact with in his line of work as 
the senior pilot for the hail sup¬ 
pression project that is based 
out of the Olds/Didsbury Air¬ 
port. 

Mcquarrie and the others 
involved in the project were at 
the airport explaining to 145 
insurance adjusters and bro¬ 
kers, exactly what they do to 
suppress hail storms and re¬ 
duce claims. 

All the stakeholders in the 
Didsbury Hail Suppression 
Project based out of the Olds/ 
Didsbury Airport came out to 
see what their money was buy¬ 
ing. 

They saw the high tech radar 
system, the computer system, 
the internet link, the seeding 
equipment, and they had a 
chance to meet the people who 
run the program. 

They were able to see how the 
radar computer system tracks 
storms and tour through the 
airplanes that seed hail clouds 
with silver iodide flares. 


Catherine Tagg, of the Al¬ 
berta Severe Weather Manage¬ 
ment Society, the controlling 
body of the project, says people 
in the industry often ask about 
the project, so they gave them 
the chance to see it working 
hands-on. 

Another question she says 
the society is often asked is 
whether there is scientific proof 
that cloud seeding works. 

She responds, "We can never 
prove conclusively whether it 
works or not, but if we don’t pay 
out the claims that we used to, 
we consider it successful." 

The aim of the program is to 
get right inside th3 clouds of a 
storm, and soften the stones so 
that when they fall to the ground 
they are not as harmful to prop¬ 
erty. 

Mcquarrie says he has seen 
hail stones that are the size of 
softballs when he is in the eye of 
the storm. 

He and his fellow pilots fly 
out Calgary and Red Deer and 
follow the directions of Terry 
Krauss, the project manager, 
who watches the storm from the 
radar system at the local air¬ 
port. 

There are two more years left 
in the hail suppression program.

FBMP seeks project 
applications 


The Canada/ Alberta Farm 
Business Management Pro¬ 
gram (FBMP) is calling for 
project applications for the 
1998/99 programming year. 
There is no deadline for appli¬ 
cations, so interested 
Albertans are urged to act 
quickly as funds will be allo¬ 
cated on a first come - first 
served basis. 

"The application process is 
very straight forward," said 
FBMP representative, Aria 
Trueblood. "All that is required 
initially is a two-page letter of 
application. The proposal is 
reviewed by a committee. Re¬ 
quirements after the review 
are based on factors such as 
the funding level requested or 
suggestions for modification 
made by the review commit¬ 
tee." 

The initial letter of applica¬ 
tion requires a basic amount 
of information; who is apply¬ 
ing, the target audience to be 
reached, the area of manage¬ 
ment, the learning activity ad¬ 
dresses and the dollars re¬ 
quired. Projects are reviewed 
monthly, so the waiting time 
to hear back is short. If the 
funding level requested is 
large, a more detailed proposal 
with a detailed budget and 
evaluation strategy are re¬ 
quired next. Smaller projects 


need only a detailed budget. 

"Private sector firms, gov¬ 
ernment agencies and indi¬ 
vidual members of farmer 
groups are encouraged to ap¬ 
ply," said Trueblood. "The 
funding application must, 
however, deal with some as¬ 
pect of farm management. Pro¬ 
duction topics do not qualify." 

FBMP will help cover the 
cost of speakers and hall rental 
for conferences, learning ac¬ 
tivities (face to face or dis¬ 
tance delivery) and research 
projects. FBMP has helped 
support a number of local 
marketing clubs, made up of 
groups of farmers meeting 
regularly to hone their mar¬ 
keting skills. 

"The Program looks at a 
wide variety of projects," said 
Trueblood. "If a group or indi¬ 
vidual thinks their project or 
project idea may qualify, they 
should call FBMP." 

FBMP can also help expand 
on ideas for learning events. 
Program representatives have 
the experience and the con¬ 
tacts needed to get in touch 
with specialists and event or¬ 
ganizers. 

A full information package 
that includes the format for 
submitting proposals is avail¬ 
able by calling 310-0000 and 
asking for or dialing 556-4218.

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If the early season standings 
are any indication, the saddle 
bronc battles this year are going to 
be fought mainly in the Hay fam- 


Glen O'Neill leads the Cana¬ 
dian standings, with brother-in- 
law Rod Hay in second and, after 
last weekend, Denny Hay in third. 
All three are at least $5,000 ahead 
of the competition. 

Denny leapt up the charts from 
sixth to third by winning the 
Innisfail Pro Rodeo for $6,162, and 
coming second at the Coronation 
Pro Rodeo for another $529. 

"I bet everybody’s happy (sis¬ 
ter) Jennifer doesn't ride broncs," 
said Denny. 

Hay stacked up 86 points for a 
high-flying ride on Calgary' Stam¬ 
pede's Zippy Delivery. 

"With an outstanding horse like 
that," he says, "you have expecta¬ 
tions of doing good so bad that 
you've got to concentrate on doing 
things right." 

"The thing about (Zippy) is he 
can buck a guy off pretty easy. You 
can't make any mistakes. Start 
countingyour money too soon and 
you end up with none." 

Another man thanking his 
lucky stars for a great draw was 
South Dakota's Scott Montague, 
who spurred to a great score in the 
bareback event. He managed 89 
points on Franklin Rodeo's Skoal's 
Blue Ridge for a $2,517 win. His 
score ties with nine other bare- 
back riders for the second highest 
ever recorded in Canada. That 
tells you a lot about Montague, 
but even more about Blue Ridge, 
who is bound to go down in the 
record books as one of the greats. 
The 13-year-old gelding carried 
Scott Lund to the highest ever 
bareback ride in Canada last sea¬ 
son at Falkland, and he tallied 89 
points twice with Bill Boyd. 

Another big winner at Innisfail 
was three-year pro Blair Stroh. 
The calf roper was the CPRA rookie 
of the year in 1996, and is bounc¬ 
ing back from a disappointing 
sophomore year. 

"I just tried too hard," he ex¬ 
plains ofhis second year. "I wanted 
to make it back (to the CFR) two 
years in a row just to show every¬ 
body it wasn't just luck. I just tried 
too hard, and didn't rope the way I 
usually rope." 

That doesn't appear to be a 
problem this year, though. Stroh 
was already sitting in sixth place 
in the standings before Innisfail, 
and moved his way up to fourth 
after winning the average at the 
Innisfail rodeo. 

"It's my biggest win for sure,"

he said. "After last season, my goal 
just to try and rope 80 °k of my 
calves, and it's been going pretty 
good. I've been winning little 
cheques here, there and all over - 
I just haven't hit a big one until 
now." 

Leaping up the standings was 
bull rider Denny Golden, who 
moved from 14th to 5th with a 
$3,534 win at Innisfail. Another 
young gun, Kagan Sirett, took top 
spot in the bull riding at the week¬ 
end's other rodeo in Coronation, 
and sophomore Reuben Geleynse 
took a steep climb up the standings 
- from 22nd to 8th - with a second 
place at Innisfail. 

In the bareback, the top three 
all won money and maintained 
their positions. Kenton Randle 
took their spot at Innisfail, Wade 
Graves won Coronation and Roger 
Lacasse split fourth at Innisfail. 

Rookie barrel racer Jodi 
Holhngworth held her lead in the 
standings with a fourth place in 
the average at Innisfail, but vet¬ 
eran Rayel Robinson took home 
top cash for the victory. She moved 
from 12th to 10th in the standings 
as a result. Two-time Canadian 
champ Debbie Guelly took the 
barrel racing title at Coronation to 
move back into second spot in the 
Canadian rankings. 

As well, two-event cowboy BJ 
Zieflle took home $4,586 for win¬ 
ning the steer wrestling average 
at Innisfail to challenge Darren 
Shaw for the high point title. But 
Shaw managed a $2,788 weekend 
of his own to maintain a little 
breathing space.
